A slege or an assault belng lnevitabhle to all ap.

central objects of Interest at present are the forti-
feations of the French capital. From the elaborate
report of Major Delafield, a member of the military
commission which was sent from this country to
Barope during the Crimean war In 1855, we compile
a more Interesting and accurate description of these
fortiflcations than has yet been published.,

Genernl Plan of the Fortlficatlonn

The generad plan-of the fortitications consists of a
ventinuous encelute, protecting the ety from Lorm,
and a surronnding girdle of exterior forta, Int aded
% fulfll two important objects: firest, to preve, the
bombardmest of the city : and second, the establigli«
ment of & great intrenched camp under the gons of
the place, in which a numerous garrison may come.
List with advantage, even though it may be (nferior
in numerical streugeh to the besieging force,

The Encelnte and Its Supporis,

The enceinte of Parls takes the form of a large
pentagon, upon the unequal sldes of which are traned
ninety-four bastionped forts, disposed upon right
lines, with five general changes of direction. Those
fronts are about 1170 feet on the exterior side, are
rivetted with a scarp of 82 feet in height, of very win-
different wubble work within—these words are (tali-
¢iged In the report from which we quote—faced by
a soft stone In courses of elght to tem inohes, sup-
poxiing the solld earthen rampart and parapet.

The diteh has a width of 81 feet, the countegscarp
& helght of 19 feet, and not rivetted, and with a
glope of 45 degrees, On the outslde of the ditch there
I8 no exterior work, eimply o glacis, separated by a
slight beam frore the counterscarp which was
rapidly beingr reduced by time to the common slope
of the conpterscarp when the report was written,

The glacis coverd the masonry of the scarps but
partially. Benind this enceinte, the peremeter of
which exceeds 20 miles, runs a wide military road,
from which ramps ascend to the bastions and cur-
tains, Between thig road and ¥he last honses of the
city Jarge spaces have been retalned for milltary
edifices and rendezvous of troops.

The interior of the bastions is entirely elear, with
the exception of a few, in which it has been found
Decessary to eonstruct earthen cavallers, elther for
the detllement of the adjacent terre plelus, or of ¢he
military road, or to batter and command the hollows
on the exterior, This encelnte, notwithstanding (ts
simplicity, I8 sald to have codt two-thirds of the
total value of the city, Independent of the nationa)
edifices.

The ciroumstance of pregenting many fronts on a
right line, rendered necessary by its extenslon, in-
oreases considerably its strength, protecting most of
118 faces and curtaing from ricochet, and depriving
she besieger of a principal advantage, that of en-
veloping and concentrating all his efforts to & centre,
The absence, however, of demi-lanes greatly lmpairs
this sdvantageous disposition of fronts on a nght
line, depriving the fronta of ali cross fres, leaving
shem only direct fires, which are no stronger bevond
the ditches than fronts composed of right lines, or
bom orematiliere,” with the exception of good fanking
defenses of the ditches, which are all liable to
risochet fire and to be overwhelmed by vertiea) fire
Bis0,

The Exterlor Forts.

The gecond lipe of the Paris defenses consists of
sixteen foris (an additionsl fort has been built sinoe
Major Delatield's report. was wrillen, so that there
are seventeen in all at the present time),

There are three forls around St Den's (nearly
north of the eentre of Paris), forming ad this point
an independent defensive position, next to which is
the Fort d'Aubervilliers, between the roads leading
10 the north-northeastern droutier. On the right of
the latter are four forts sarrounding the helghta of
Montreull (northeast from the centre of Parls), oc-
cupying the snmmit of the platean and resting apon
the river Marne. The ancient castie of Vincennes
{8 the centra! point and the arscual of this oentral
position, Thus this eaStern side of Paris (8 o great
pattle-feld  and  camp ground, fortified by
pérmuanent works, between which are seves
ral permanent redonbls, on sites commanding
ravines and hollows not seen from the forts. The
value of this position would be greatly increasea
by Beld-works constructed under their co-operating
inpfuence during an impending siege, and this battle-
field, occupled in proper foree, might be victoriously
disputed aga'nat a great'y superior numerioal force.

The redoubts of Fawsanderie and Greville, nnited
by A0 eArthep rampart with proliie, ocoupy &
uarrow neck of land formed by a greatl bend of the

ivey Marne, 1o the southeast of the centre of Paris,

been contemplated to occupy polnts In this line
petween Mont Valerian and St. Denld, and opposite
St Cloud and Sevres,

On an average these forte are 2150 yards from the
continunons encelnte, and about the same digtance
apart. They are all connected by a military rond
aiording epeedy communication between each. An
ary gorrounding Paris within cannon range of the
detached forts would nov occupy less than twenty-

The Constenction of the Defennes,

It was Yauban who, during the reign of Lonis XV,
conceived the ldea of surrounding Paris with o
double enceinte, but the King refused the money,
and it was not until 1545 that a svatem of permanent
fortifestions was commenced,  I'revious to that

date, the only barrier againss an Invading army was
the old octrol or customs wall, demolished five or
six  years ago, which followed the

of the present Outer Boulevards at a distance of
abont a mile and a half from the new encelnte, In
1814, when the allles approached the city, there was
a great deal of bluster about defending (L to the last
extremity, as at pregent, but there was a mere 8'iow
of resistance only, and on the 81st of March v
capitulated, the two corps of regular troops which
it contained agreeing to march out on the same day
that the enemy entered, “‘commending the capital
to the generosity of the allied powers.”

In 1535 Marshal Soult demanded from the Cham-
ber of Deputies o loan of 85,000,000 francs, about
#7,000,000, for the purpose ‘of placing the oity in a
position to resiet an invading army. After mach
wrangling, the money was voted, and seventeen
pentagonal forts were constructed, eleven upasn the
right bank of the Seine, and slx on the lert bank,
All these were the ordinary detached casemate forts,
of mo savoll whatever againgt the perfected ma.
ohinery of war of the present day, and a8 early as
15840 they were cast aside for the present elaborate
system of defense,

In 1556 o commission was appoloted to examine
the reporta on the defense of the city which had
been presented In 1621 and 1825, The labors of the
commission resulted in the project of a law which
received the approval of the Government, and was
presented to the Chambers for thelr actlon. In this
project of alaw was embraced a grant of 140,000,000
france, about 828,000,000, for the construction of &
donble line of defense, M. Thiers, at that time, wns
at the head of Louis Philippe's Government, and he
pressed the matter with

all s ensargy.
There Was no present prospect of aun  attack
npon the city by any hostile force, hat

the attitude of the Republicans and Bonapartists
was 80 threatening that the security of the dynasty
rendered It necessary for Paris to be fortifled against
itself. With the prime object, therefore, of enabling
the GGovernment to hold the city against the mob ef
the Faubourgs, M. Thiers earnestly pressed the new
Bcheme of defense, and on Jupe 25, 1841, it received
the approval of the Chambers, Then the present
gystem of fortifications, already described, was com-
menced, and by additional appropristions down to
the present time, for the purpose of keeping the
defenses in the highest state of perfection, 1t is esti-
mated that their total cost has been swelled to about
$100,000,000,
The Vulnerable Pelnt.

“Here, sire,” gald Vauban, as he handed the keys
of Verdun to the King of France, “here is a fortress
which all my art would not suffice to take.” Yet
Vauban himself lived to see Verdun three times in
the hands of an enemy, and It was he who trat con-
celved the idea of rendering Paris impregnable by
the double lne of defense which was at last
adopted,

The most valnerable point in the fortifications is
on the SL-Dems side,. A Prussian staff officer of
high rank has sketched the following plan of attack
upon this expoged quarter :—

“Ihe points of Atlack are patarally on the north
and northeast. They are the weuk sides; the
ecastern fronts are partly covered by the Marne; the
south and west are strong, and their attack might
compromise the besiegers’ line of retreat. On the
north the Paris and Strasburg Rall would serve
for transport from the Rhine, Admitting thatthe
Prussian army must be su-ouﬁer than the Freach
army, and that the French in the fleld, being kept at
a distance, cannot annoy the besleging force, St,
Denis should be the first point of attack, We might
then advance on Montmartre without the risk of a
flanking fire from the forts, We ghould attuck
gimultaneously the three forts of 8t. Dents and that
of Aubervilliers, and then make a felnt on the east.
The siege would resenible that of Sebastopol. St
Denis 18 on the right bank of the Selne, which
leaves a tongue of jand that must be seiged by the
besieging force. The bheslogers will then observe
the eltudel of Mont Valerian ; they will cot rallways
on the left hank of the Beine, and throw a bridge
Acrosd to communioate with the troops on the right

To carry out this plan of attack, according to the
sume asuthorities, u foroe of 150,000 men ounly would
be reguired, and the Crown Prince has at least that
wany troops under his commuand at present, Of
these, 60,000 would be get aguinst the three forts of
St, Dends and on the topgue of land between 5L
Denis and Mont Valerian, 20,000 placed north of St,
Denig, and 20,000 in front of Aubervilllers; 80,000
covering these forees in the forest of Bondy, 20,000
more stationed at Bouyet, 50,000 at Neullly, and
0,000 between Neallly and Vilensuve woall com-
plete the dispositiou of the foroe,

The course pursued by the Crown Prince since the
capiiulation of Sedan would appear to indioate that
he i8 following the plan of attack sketched above 1o
tho letter. The corps which I8 approsching by the
valley of the Aline may be expected to march
straight on St. Deuls, while that which is advancing
from Epernay will protiably pass through the foreat
of Bondy, on the northeast, snd complete) the llne
from Neullly, on the Marne direotly east of the oity,
to the varve in the Selne at Bt. Denls. These specu-
lations, however, may be proven worthless Ly a
change in the plan of attack, or neediess by an carly
cessation of hostilities,

TERRIBLE DISASTER AT SEA.

Loas of the British Iron-cind Captaln with all
on Board -Five Hundred Lives at One Fell
Kwoop-Dencrivtion of the Vessel.

LoNpoN, Sept. 6.—1 am enabled to gend you the
Aﬂmlralt{ telegram just recelved from Admiral Sir
Andrew Millun, on board her Majesty's ship the
Lord Warden, off Cape Finisterre, In Giallela, The
despateh s dated the Tth of September, comes by
way of Ligbon, and 18 as follows :—

T'o the Lords of the Admiralty:—1 very mnel re.
gret to Lave to send you the painful intelligence
that Her M&jt‘ﬁlr'a ship Uaptaln must nave fonndersd
Juring the night close to this ship. At 2 o'clock
thig morning a sudden gale came op from the south-
east, with a very heavy sen. At.dnyhreak tuls
morning the Captain was missing, This afternoon
we found one of her boats adrift and several of her
spars floating. 1 rear that all on board have miser-
anly perished—Iin number, 30 souls. The Incon.
stant will sail this afternoon with a full report.

pDimenslons and Armament of the Vessel -Tho
Fatal Delettn,

One of the | st and most powerfully armed
ships of the Britigh navy has just come down with
all her complement of &0 men. Apart from any
other explanation, we are ootitied to suppose that
the Captain has sunk off Finlsterre bocause of cer-
tain defects in her constraction, which competent
jndges pronounced fatal—defects which have lately
formed the subject of an acrimonlons newspaper
controversy between her bullders, Laird Brothers,
of Birkenhead, and the Cnief Uonstructor of the
Britlsh pavy, E. J. Recd. Captain Coles, the de
siguer of this and of the other British war ships con-
siructed on the turret prineiple, has gone down
along w ii1:.]I11 the latest and most nnfortunate evidence
ol his skill.

The history of the Captain 18 briefly this:—Ia
April, 1566, “'the Admiralty declded to give Captain
Coles an opportunity of reducing to practioe s
own views ol what a sea~going turret eralser should
be, the conditions under which ahe was to be de-
signed and bullt were these :—
